MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOE  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st.  1952. 

To  the  Mayor.  Alderman  & Councillors  of  tho  Borough  of  Hclston. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  tho 
Borough  of  Hclston  for  tho  year  1952,  on  behalf  of  Dr.  G.W,  Knight  who 
was  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  October  of  that  year. 

As  I have  pointed  out  in  the  report,  there  are  two  major  points  of 
interest  in  infectious  disease  during  the  year;  one  was  the  total  absence 
of  Measles  as  a disease,  tho  other  was  the  return  of  Scarlet  Rover  as  an 
epidemic  disease,  after  it  had  lain  low  since  tho  beginning  of  tho  1 939" 

45  War. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  a state  of  affairs  of  great  interest,  the 
birth  rate  being  the  highest  for  many  years  and  the  death  rate  the  lowest. 
They  compare  very  favourable  indeed  with  the  figures  for  the  rest  of 
England  & Wales.  If  this  trend  continues,  the  population  of  tho  Borough 
is  going  to  increase  steadily,  and  I foresee  serious  shortage  of  housing 
in  tho  future,  particularly  for  old  people  who,  either  living  alone,  or 
in  couples,  will  be  unable  to  pay  the  rent,  or  maintain  satisfactorily, 
tho  standard  type  of  traditional  house.  There  is  no  doubt  that  some  form 
of  easily  maintained,  low  rent  house  is  going  to  bo  required  in  a district 
where  longevity  appears  to  bo  tho  rule  rather  then  the  exception. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Whitby,  for  his 
report  and  for  his  help  in  talcing  me  round  tho  Borough  and  introducing 
its  problems  to  mo.

COMMENT. 


The  population  of  the  Borough  increased  during  the  year  by  an  estimated 
105,  making  a total  go. in  for  tho  past  two  years  of  50U;  almost  certainly  duo 
to  the  development  of  tho  Royal  Naval  Air  Station  married  quarters. 

Tho  Birth  Rate  of  nearly  25  for  each  1 ,000  of  the  population  is  very  high 
indeed,  when  compared  with  the  National  Rate  of  15*3  Pcr  IjOOO  and  the  195”' 
rate  of  just  over  16  per  1 ,000.  The  actual  number  of  births  lias  risen  from  85 
in  I95I  to  133  in  1952*  Unfortunately  throe  of  the  babies  wore  stillborn. 

This  increase  in  births  has  put  a much  greater  load  on  tho  local  midwivos,  as 
no  fewer  than  79  babies  were  born  at  home,  which  was  practically  equivalent  to 
the  total  number  born  in  the  Borough  lo.st  year  at  home  and  in  Hospital.  Of 
tho  133  births  this  year  47  took  place  in  Hospital  and  7 in  Nursing  Homes.

We  can  bo  pleased  that  tho  total  number  of  infant  dentils  (eight)  was  not 
greater  than  in  193''  although  there  were  many  more  infants  in  the  Borough. 
Nevertheless,  the  fact  that  two  infants  died  of  pneumonia  shows  that  the 
battlo  is  not  yet  won. 
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The  Jjoath  Hate  of  9*3  PGr  1 ,000  of  population  is  extremely  low  conpai*ed  with 
the  Motional  Hate  of  11.3  Por  1 ,000,  and  with  the  1 93''  year’  s rate  of  12.81  per 
1 ,000.  While  not  wishing  to  ci-xip  enthusiasm,  I I'nut  point  out  that  this  rato  is 
very  much  affected  by  the  presence  in  the  Borough  of  the  Culdrosc  Air  Station;  the 
death  rato  must  always  be  low  when  you  havo  an  unusually  largo  proportion  of  the 
population  consisting  of  healthy  young  adults. 

Nevertheless,  there  wore  only  ~}2  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  compared 
with  97  in  1 932  * Disoascs  of  the  Heart  and  Arteries  were  the  cause  of  46  of  the 
doaths,  whilst  cancer  accounted  for  12  ether  deaths.

GENERAL  PROVISION  0?  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

1 • maternity  and  ,intc-Notal  and  Child  Welfare . 

During  the  year  tho  County  Council  has  conn  on  col  an  Antc-Nr.tr. 1 Clinic  at 
iionoage  House  Hospital,  which  is  held  for  educational  purposes  only,  for 
expectant  mothers.  Tho  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  and  is  staffed  by  a Health 
Visitor  and  District  Nursc/Hidwifo  - the  price  motive  bo  in#  it’s  potential 
value  as  a centre  for  group  education.  Although  this  Clinic  has  not  long 
commenced  the  average  attendance  of  ten  por  session  is  .-ratifying  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a it's  usefulness  becomes  bettor  known  the  attendances  will 
increase. 


Apart  from  this  inovation  there  wore  no  alterations  ho  the  services 
provided  by  the  Council  during  'ho  year. 

Domiciliary  midwifery  and  maternity  services  in  t'm  Ho rough  arc  under- 
taken by  two  District  Nursc/Midwivcs  who  work  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  patient's  own  doctor,  and  is  also  supervised  by  tho  Assistant  County 
Nursing  Officer  for  tho  Health  Area.  These  Nurses  are  trained  in  tho  use 
of  Gas/Air  analgesia  and  each  has  an  efficient  apparatus  at  their  disposal. 

The  Midwife  remains  in  attendance  for  28  days  following  birth  after  which 
the  care  of  the  infant  is  supervised  by  a trained  Health  Visitor.  One  of  the 
midwives  of  the  Borough  acts  in  tho  dual  capacity  of  Nu r s o/Midwi f o/H c al th 
Visitor  which  moans  that  she  continues  to  supervise  her  own  eases  until  tho 
child  roaches  sch sol  age  when  the  child  couos  under  the  School  Nodical  Officer.

In  addition  to  tho  domiciliary  visits  rondo  by  tho  Health  Visitors,  a child 
Welfare  Clinic  is  held  each  week  at  Mcncagc  House  Hospital.  The  Health  Visitor 
and  a District  Nurse  is  in  attendance,  and  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer 
attends  regularly  each  week.  Vaccination  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation  sessions 
arc  frequently  hold  in  conjunction  with  the  Clinics,  and  the  County  Dental 
Officer  attends  at  those  provisos  each  week  for  the  purpose  of  treating  school 
children.  Nursing  and  oxpootant  mothers  and  children  of  pro-school  ago  that 
arc  referred  for  treatment.

Immunisation  sessions  are  periodically  carried  out  in  the  various  schools, 
by  tile  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  or  where  dosirod  nay  bo  carried  out  by 
the  family  doctor.  Record  cards  arc  sent  to  and  retained  at  the  Health  Area 
Office  and  at  the  expiry  of  each  succeeding  five  years  refresher  or  boosting- 
injections  are  again  given.  Tho  undermentioned  figures  show  the  immunisations 
carried  out  in  rospect  of  childron  resident  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

This  scrvico  is  combined  for  administration  purposes  with  the  Kerrior 
Rural  District  and  is  conducted  by  tho  W.V.S.  Organiser  who  oporates  from  tho 
Kerrior  Rural  District  Council  Offices.  The  demands  for  Homo  Helps  in  the 
Borough  is  not  extensive,  and  at  no  time  during  tho  year  was  it  noccssary  to 
rofuso  any  applications  nor  to  increase  tho  original  establishment.  Included 
in  the  following  table  is  a brief  description  of  casos  assisted  during  the 
year.  As  the  Homo  Helps  are  occasionally  omployod  part  time  to  householders 
in  tho  Borough  and  Korrior  respectively  during  the  same  wooks,  it  is  difficult 
to  separate  the  details  so  that  tho  table  includes  the  combined  districts.

Apart  from  tho  Iiclston  and  District  Y/ar  Memorial  Hospital  which  caters 
for  the  acuto  sick  and  Moncage  House  Hospital  which  cares  for  tho  chronic 
sick,  the  Hospital  Services  arc  provided  outside  the  Borough,  namely, 

Camborne -Redruth,  Penzance,  Falmouth  and  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro. 
Infectious  cases  requiring  hospital treatment  arc  convoyed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Truro.  Persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  requiring  hospital 
aaro  aro  admitted  to  tho  Tchidy  Hospital  via  tho  Chest  Physician.  Bacteriol- 
ogical sood  Pathological  examinations  arc  made  by  Dr.  Hocking  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Truro. 
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6.  Ambulance  A Hospital  Car  Sorvico 


No  change  in  the  arrangements  for  conveyance  of  sick  and  infir.;;  persons 
to  cr  from  Hospitals  or  Clinics  has  boon  made  during  the  year.  The  County 
Ambulance  Service  administered  fro;;;  the  Health  Area  Office,  5cd.ru th,  operates 
during  the  day  period,  and  fron  County  Headquarters  during  the  night  period 
and  Woakonds,  who  refer  the  calls  to  the  local  St.  John  Division,  and 
roinbursonont  at  agrood  rates  arc  undo  by  tho  County  Council.,  Sitting  eases 
are  conveyed  by  the  Utilecon  Ambulances , or  where  more  appropriate,  arrange- 
rents  arc  aadc  by  tho  Transport  Officer  for  conveyance  by  private  cars  with 
car  owners  who  contract  to  do  this  service  at  agreed  rates.

Wireless  Control  of  Anbulanccs. 


During  the  latter  part  of  tho  year  the  ambulances  of  Health  Area  1 1 wore 
equipped  wish  two-way  wireless  communication  with  the  Bodruth  Control.  By 
this  means  ambulances  can  bo  diverted  to  emergency  calls  whenever  needed, 
without  their  having  to  return  to  base  before  receiving  messages. 

7 . Dental  Services. 

Those  arc  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  a Chief 
Dcnt;.l  Officer.  Each  school  i3  periodically  visited,  and  when  treatment  is 
required  arrangements  are  made  for  attondanco  at  Mcneagc  House  Hospital  where 
dental  clinic  sessions  arc  hold  weekly.  Treatment  is  also  provided  at  the 
Clinic  for  pre-school  children  and  Nursing  « Expectant  mothers  when  referred 
by  the  appropriate  Medical  Officer.

2 . He  .sics. 


The  most  romarkablo  event  of  1932,  opidcmiolcgically  speaking,  was  the 
absonco  of  any  notification  of  moaslos.  It  soous  that  the  opidcuics  of  the 
last  twe  years  must  have  included  almost  every  child  in  the  Borough.  It  is 
not  to  bo  expected  however,  that  this  happy  state  of  affairs  will  continue, 
and  1 933  will  probably  show  a return  to  the  pre-war  pattern  of  a noaslos 
epidemic  every  ether  year. 

3.  Scarlet  Fever. 

On  the  othor  hand  Scarlet  Fever  once  again  appeared  as  an  epidemic  disease 
aftor  being  almost  absent  since  the  war.  Fortunately  it  took  a very  mild  form 
and  no  deaths  resulted.  It  may  well  be,  however,  that  this  mildness  of  the 
disease  was  concealing  a larger  number  of  cases  than  wero  actually  recognised, 
as  many  children  wero  not  sufficiently  ill  for  the  mothers  to  call  in  the 
family  doctor. 
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4.  Whooping  Cougch. 


'While  it  is  true  that  only  six  cases  wore  notified  during  the  year  and 
no  deaths  occurred,  this  disease  can  still  be  a menace  to  the  younger  child, 
especially  to  those  under  the  age  of  12  months  - for  it  is  during  this  period 
that  Whooping  Cough  nc.y  load  to  b roncho -pneumonia  and  death.  Recent  invest- 
igations have  also  led  some  doctors  to  believe  that  Whooping  Cough  in  infancy 
nay  load  to  the  severe  lung  condition  of  bronchiectasis  in  later  life. 

It  is  with  some  pleasure,  therefore,  that  we  shall  bo  able  to  offer  in 
the  year  1953  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  at  the  same  time  as  that 
given  against  Diphtheria.  The  two  protective  vaccines  arc  given  at  the  same 
injection  and  to  get  full  protection  throe  injections  at  monthly  intervals  arc 
needed.  It  is  most  important  to  realize  that  immunisation  should  begin  when 
the  child  has  reached  the  age  of  six  months,  for  it  is  during  tho  first  year 
of  life  of  tho  child  that  the  risk  of  death  or  serious  disease  from  Whooping 
Cough  is  greatest. 

> Diphtheria. 

Once  again  it  is  pleasant  to  record  a total  absence  of  diphtheria  from 
the  Do rough  during  the  year,  a fact  which  is  largely  due  to  the  immunisation 
offered  by  tho  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  by  Private  Practitioners.  Neverthe- 
less , tho  very  success  of  the  immunisation  leads  to  a lessor  desire  on  tho 
part  of  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised,  at  some  inconvenience  to 
themselves,  against  a disease  which  most  of  them  have  almost  forgotten  exists, 
"Out  of  sight,  out  of  mind"  is  only  too  true. 

Only  constant  pressure  by  the  doctors,  health  visitors  and  Nurses  enables 
a reasonable  level  of  immunisation  in  the  child  population  to  bo  kept  up. 

6.  Tuberculosis. 


At  tho  end  of  the  year  tho  number  of  eases  of  tuberculosis  on  the 
notification  register  was  2p,  (18  eases  of  pulmonary  affection  and  7 cases  of 
non -pulmonary ) . This  total  being  exactly  tho  sane  as  tho  end  of  195* • Of 
this  number  3 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  wore  notified  during  the  year 
as  new  cases,  each  being  the  wife  of  naval  service  personnel  from  Culdroso 
Air  Station  and  all  three  have  since  been  transferred  out  on  account  of 
removal  from  tho  area.  Three  cases  wore  transferred  to  the  register  from 
other  areas,  and  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  reported  of  a man 
aged  45  years.

On  notification  being  received  from  the  patient's  Doctor  or  the  Chest 
Physician  that  a person  is  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  the  household  is 
visited  by  a Health  Visitor  trained  for  this  work.  Advice  is  offered  as  to 
moans  of  preventing  tho  spread  of  infection,  and  contacts  arc  requested  to 
attend  at  tho  appropriate  Clinic  for  examination.  When  contacts  are  found 
to  be  mantoux  positive  they  arc  referred  for  X-ray  examination  and  if 
necessary  followed  up  by  regular  attendance  at  tho  Clinic. 
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When  contacts  arc  found  to  be  oantoux  negative  (or  " susceptible" ) to 
primary  infection  b.G.G.  ( bacille-Calmcttc  - Guerin  Vaccine)  is  offered,  those 
injections  gives  the  contacts  a resistance  to  infection,  and  those  contacts 
arc  requested  to  attend  the  Clinic  annually  to  ensure  that  resistance  is 
maintained.  Financial  problems  and  domestic  difficulties  arc  often  oacount- 
croc!  in  households  of  persons  suffering  fro:.:  tuberculosis  and  the  Health 
Visitor  is  able  to  recommend  means  to  alleviate  the  circumstances. 

The  financial  responsibility  for  assisting  persons  suffering  loss  of 
income  or  earnings  rosts  with  the  National  Assistance  board,  and  Then  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  is  evident  an  additional  grant  above  the  normal  scale  is  nado  for 
extra  nourishment  requirements.  In  other  eases  whore  the  income  is  found  to 
be  loss  than  the  scale  approved  by  the  County  Council  and  extra  nourishment  is 
recommended  by  the  Chest  Physician,  or  the  need  is  proved  for  necessities 
other  than  food,  tho  County  Council  makes  such  grants • 

Of  "tho  18  eases  of  pulmonary  eases  on  the  register,  all  except  two  have 
boon  fully  investigated.  Those  two  cases  arc  persons  living  alone  and  in 
regular  employment.  All  contacts  found  tuberculin  negative  have  received 
b.C.G.  vaccination,  but  in  one  case  tho  patient  is  found  to  bo  quite  unco- 
operative and  roquosts  that  tho  He.  ,1th  Visitors  do  not  call,  and  refuses 
advice.

At  the  outset  nay  I say  how  prateful  I an  for  the  loyal  assistance  and 
cncouragonont  given  by  members  of  the  staff. 

1 . V/ a tor  Suonly. 

The  majority  of  the  promises  within  the  "trough  arc  fed  by  piped  supply 
from  the  Holston  and  Porthlovon  V/ator  Company.  Only  the  isolated  farms  and 
cottages  being  dependant  upon  springs  and  wells.  bacteriological  reports  on 
the  main  supply,  wore  satisfactory.  In  the  ease  of  one  unsatisfactory  private 
supply,  this  was  used  for  a camping  site,  and  the  owner  has  since-  ins  hilled 
patent  filter  and  chlorinating  plant. 

Tho  Water  Company  obtains  water  from  throo  main  sources,  one  an  impounding 
reservoir  of  some  throo  million  gallons  at  Tregathonan  fed  by  springs,  this  is 
chlorinated  and  gravity  fed  to  Holston  and  Porthlovon.  Tho  second  source  is 
from  a mine  adit  at  Trclisk,  this  supply  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before 
being  pumped  to  Tregathonan.  This  is  used  in  tines  of  drought  to  augment  tho 
first  supply.  The  third  is  obtained  from  the  River  Cobor  at  Wendron,  from 
where  it  is  punpod  to  settlement  tanks  at  Throo  Cross,  the  water  is  clarified 
by  tho  addition  of  line  and  ..lun;  from  the  settlement  tanks  tho  water  is  passed 
through  high  pressure  filters,  chlorinated  and  stored  in  underground  reservoirs. 
This  plant  is  of  modern  construction. 

Tho  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality.

2.  Sewerage, 


Tho  built  up  areas  of  Holston  and  Porthlovon  arc  sewered  for  foul  and 
surface  water. 

The  higher  parts  of  Hclston  discharge  directly  to  tho  sewage  works  by 
gravity,  and  the  lower  parts  by  gravity  to  a collecting  sump  in  the  market 
from  whence  it  is  pumped  to  tho  disposal  works  by  two  automatically  operated 
electric  motored  pumps  and  two  hand  started  electric  motored  pumps.  The  work 
of  onlarging  the  disposal  works  has  boon  completed  this  year.  Tho  plant 
consists  of  balancing  tank  detritus  tanks  with  storm  weir  overflow,  two  large 
"Dortmund  Type"  settlement  tanks  and.  five  filters  of  the  rotary  distributing 
arm  typo,  two  "Dortmund  Type"  humus  tanks,  large  areas  of  drying  bods  and 
sludge  digestion  tanks.  The  effluent  from  the  drying  beds  and.  digestion  tanks 
is  collected,  in  a sump  and  recirculated  into  the  balancing  tank. 

The  disposal  plant  is  working  Very  well  and  all  samples  of  tho  effluent 
have  been  very  satisfactory. 

Tho  sludge  digestion  tanks  have  proved  invaluable  this  year,  previously 
the  drying  bods  were  incapable  of  coping  with  tho  sludge  during  tho  very  wet 
winter  months,  but  this  year  wo  have  experienced  no  similar  troubles. 

Porthlovon  system  is  a combined  foul  and  surface  water  system  of  gravity 
sowers,  with  several  out  falls  direct  to  tho  sea, 

Tho  Council  has  extended  its  sowers  to  eater  for  two  private  housing 
estates •

6.  Housing;  Conditions. 

It  is  becoming  more  obvious  daily,  that  the  Country  will  be  faced  with  a 
much  bigger  housing  problem,  if  the  pro  war  houses  arc  allowed  to  fall  into 
disrepair  and  docay  at  the  present  rate  duo  to  the  uneconomic  relationship 
between  cost  of  maintenance  and  rent  income. 

Whilst  the  Housing  Act  1949  may  bo  a means  of  improving  the  standard  of 
amenity  in  a house  with  an  increase  in  rent  income,  this  Act  does  not  help  an 
owner  in  the  arrest  of  disrepair. 
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Housing  Conditions  (contd. ) 


The  average  rental  in  this  district  for  the  cottage  type  house  is  about 
5/-  per  week,  and  aany  arc  let  as  low  as  2/6(1.  Unless  the  rents  arc  permitted 
to  be  increased  for  satisfactory  repairs,  similar  to  the  increase  permitted 
for  improvements,  the  solution  seems  to  be  va  thout  an  answer,  except  for  Local 
Authorities  to  continue  building  and  rehousing  with  the  ever  increasing  burden 
on  the  rates  for  subsidy  and  demolition  of  tho  worn  out  houses*
